City Council rules impact 


report needed for rezoning

It will take a full environmental im­ 
pact study (EIS) to downzone 14 acres 
in Lompoc’s affluent southeast corner 
from single family residences to two 
acre estates, the city council decided 
last night. 


Their 4-0 vote reversed the recom­ 
mendation of County Development Direc­ 
tor A1 Autry that the rezoning wouldn’t 
carry the environmental impact to re­ 
quire a study. It also gave some 25 ang­ 
ry homeowners in the audience their way. 
Eight of them took the floor against the 
measure. 


Mayor E.C. 
Stevens removed him­ 
self from the discussion because his 
private 
residence is 
located near­ 
by. There was some doubt that this 
was a strict legal requirement, but Ste­ 
vens said he felt it was “ morally prop­ 
er." 


By votipg to require the EIS, the coun­ 
cil may already have quashed the plans 
of Gary Hazard, listed by the city as the 
new owner of the L shaped plot between 
Cypress and Olive Avenues and Third

and Fifth Streets. The former owner was 
Lucy M. Rudolph. 
To proceed with the rezoning, Hazard 
will not have to lay down from $500 to 
$1,000 for an EIS, contracted with an out­ 
side consulting firm by the city, and 
wait from four to six weeks for the re­ 
sults. 
The city panel’s move to require the 
EIS also neutralized the unsolved prob­ 
lem of which set of zoning laws Hazard 
would have to comply with if his down- 
zoning were approved last night. 


The council last night was to have 
taken action on the adqption of a new 
comprehensive zoning ordinance before 
considering Hazard’s downzoning case. 
This would have spelled out what he 
could and could not do on the prt^er- 
ty if it were downzoned as he request­ 
ed. 
But the legally required 10-day ad­ 
vance publication of a notice of the city 
public hearing on the ordinance was 
not carried out, making any discussion 
of it last night illegal. This left the Haz­ 
ard case adrift as to what the property 
owner’s actual requirements would be 
if the area were zoned from R-1 to 
R A-2 as he asked. The present defini­ 
tion of the RA-2 (residential-agricultural, 
two acre minimum)zone is “ significant­ 
ly different’ ’ from the definition under the 
new ordinance, Autry said, and the new 
definition would mitigate many of the 
evils the adjacent property owners 
had come to protest. 


According to Autry, the zoning shift re­ 
quested would have reduced the total 
number of residential units in that 13.88 


acre area from the present 40 to a max­ 
imum of seven or eight. 
Residential density wasn’t what the 
neighbors had on their minds. The re­ 
quested zone, they said, could bring in 
horses, cows, goats and other animals 
into the area bordered on three sides 
by single family residences and on the 
other by a future city park. 
Eugene Mitty of East Olive called 
this “ sandwich’’ zoning and said, “ This 
is probably some of the poorest plan­ 
ning I’ve seen." 
Autry granted that the zoning would 
allow some 26 horses as well as oth­ 
er livestock in the area at its use lim­ 
it but added that riding stables or other 
uses would first have to come before the 
city planning commission in a public 
hearing and could be stopped then. 
As with some other city areas, he 
said, non-conforming livestock and agri­ 
cultural use is a legal fact of life on 
the property right now. 
Objectors, who remained unconvinced 
that adjacent livestock wouldn’t blight 
their neighborhood, also held that live­ 
stock uses would subject the areatoero­ 
sion. Autry had opined that some of the 
land is too hilly for traditional single 
family residences. The parcel is located 
roughly between the University Park and 
Crestview Terrace residential areas. 
A hearing on the comprehensive zoning 
ordinance, a part of the state-required 
city general plan, will likely be held Ap­ 
ril 2, alter the required advertised notice 
is published. The downzoning issue now 
awaits Hiizard’s decision on whether or 
not to proceed and then the completion 
of the EIS. 


HOUSTON 
;UPI) - De-laring that he 
will “ stand and fight" to preserve the 
office, President Nixon Tuesday night 
brushed aside a plea that he resign 
from a previously staunch Republican 
ally. Sen. James L. Buckley of New 
York. 
Nixon also refused again to relin­ 
quish 42 tapes the House Judiciary Com­ 
mittee deems vital to its impeachment 
inquiry. But he urged the committee to 
speed up investigation on information it 
now has in hand on Watergate and re­ 
solve the issue. 
“ Dragging 0.1 Watergate drags down 
America," Nixon declared. 
In a nationally televised, hour-long 
question-and-answer session before a 
generally friendly audience of broad­ 
cast executives, Nixon said many Ameri­ 
cans might share the sentiments Buck­ 
ley voiced that he resign and get the 
country out of the “ Watergate swamp." 
Without judging guilt or innocence, 
Buckley said, the President should re­ 
sign as “ an extraordinary act of states­ 
manship and courage." 
He said of his mission as chief execu­ 
tive that it “ would take courage to stand 
and tight and do the job you’ve been elect­ 
ed to do." 
And he said he was going to do just 
that. 
Nixon scheduled a trip to the nearby 
Lyndon B. Johnson Space Center today 
to decorate America’s three newestSky- 
lab astronauts for their longest ever 
mission in space by man and review 
plans for a joint U.S.-Soviet earth orbit 
mission next year. 


It was the President’s third trip into 
the country’s midsection in five days. 
Aides said he was determined to “ go 
public" in hopes of blunting the con­ 
gressional impeachment drive and neu­ 
tralizing the Watergate scandal. 
In the wide-ranging session, the Pres­ 
ident: 
—Announced that the end of the Arab 
oil embargo should bring steadily dim­ 
inishing lines at the gas pumps. Forget 
about compulsory gasoline rationing. 


Service stations will open again on Sun­ 
days — starting this weekend. 
-Chided the nine European Common 
Market nations again for their “ go-it- 
alone" policies, and warned this raised 
the spectre of “ a new sense of isola­ 
tionism" in the United States. 
-Said American farmers “ never had 
it so good, and we want to keep it this 
way because the farmers aren’t going 
to produce unless they get a good price." 
-Sparred with reporters about his 
relations with the press, saying the 
President should treat the media just 
as fairly as the press treats him and 
“ the President has the right of self- 
defense." 
Throughout the session the crowd 


was generally on the President’s side. 
They applauded some of the tough ques­ 
tions on Watergate. They also hand 
clapped many of Nixon’s replies. 
In pledging he would dig in to fight 
for his office, Nixon said a resignation 
“ would mean that every future President 
would preside over a weak government. 
The United States and the free world 
need a strong President, not a Presi­ 
dent who will resign whenever the polls 
are down." 
As before, Nixon said he would not 
budge on the principle of presidential 
confidentiality. He said he was trying 
to meet congressional demands for pres­ 
idential files, “ but I must think not of 
myself but of future Presidents.’’ 


Briefs filed to block 


secret jury report

WASHINGTON (UPl) -Tbe lawyer for 
former presidential aides H.R. Haldeman 
and John D. Ehrlichman today filed legal 
briefs to block the House Judiciary Com­ 
mittee from receiving a secret grand jury 
report into President Nixon’s handling of 
Watergate. 
John J. Wilson, who represents both of 
the men who once Nixon’s closest White 
House associates, asked in the U.S. Court 
of Appeals for a writ of mandamus or 
prohibition; and in U.S. District Court for 
a stay of execution of the order giving the 
material to the Judiciary committee. 
District Judge John J. Sirica ruled 
Monday that the report, compiled by the 
grand jury that indicted Haldeman, Ehr­ 
lichman and five other of Nixon’s close 
associates or campaign workers on 
March 1, must be turned over to the com-4 
mittee’s impeachment inquiry. 
Sirica gave attorneys two days to ap­ 
peal, and Haldeman and Ehrlichman’s 
came several hours before the deadline. 
Wilson’s action in the Appeals Court is 
aimed at reversing Sirica’s decision. His 
motion in District Court would stop the 
committee from getting the report until 
the Appeals Court rules. 


Wilson has argued In court be fore Siri­ 
ca that the secret report was “ wholly 
illegal and imprc^er," and predicted that 
if it ever reaches Capitol Hill, reporters 
would immediately begin tapping leaks to 
learn its contents. 
This, he contends, would prohibit a fair 
trail for his clients, who have pleaded in­ 
nocent to charges of conspiracy in the 
Watergate cover-i«). 
Haldeman formerly was Nixon’s top 
lieutenant, his chief of staff. Ehrlich­ 
man was the President’s chief domestic 
adviser. Both resigned on April 30, 
1973 as the Watergate scandal engulfed 
the White House. 
In his decision Monday, Siricabrushed 
off contentions that the report would pre­ 
vent fair trials for the Watergate defen­ 
dants. 
“ Their standing is dubious at best, giv­ 
en the already stated facts that 1, their 
mention in the report is incidental; 2, 
their trials will provide ample oppor­ 
tunity for response to such references, 
none of which go beyond allegations of 
the indictment; and 3, considerations of 
possible adverse publicity are both pre­ 
mature and speculative."

The belt is an area between Mars 
and Jupiter that is 150-million miles 
wide, containing many asteroids.

Chet Huntley, newscaster, 


dies of cancer at 62 


BIG SKY, Mont. (UPI) - Chet Huntley, 
former NBC-TV newscaster who retired 
in 1970, died at his home today. He was 
62. 
Huntley underwent surgery Jan. 17 in 
Billings, Mont. for abdominal cancer. His 
wife announced his death. 
Huntley gave up his job as one of the 
nation’s best known television newscas­ 
ters to return to his native Montana to 
develop a resort community he founded 
here. 
With fellow newscaster David Brinkley 


they formed a NBC-TV team in 1956 to 
pioneer a new concept in broadcasting, 
the co-anchormen. For fourteen years, 
their familiar “ good night Chet" and 
“ good night David" were heard and seen 
by millions at the close of their program. 
Huntley was born in Cardwell, Mont., 
in 1911 and began his career in radio in 
1934, a year prior to his graduation from 
the University of Washington in Seattle.

The latest summons —for tapes 
and documents involving more than

p r e s i d e n t i a l 
conversations with top aides —was 
issued late Thursday on the orders 


of U.S. District Court Judge John J. 
Sirica. 
The subpoena was served little 
more than an hour later by George 
K. McKinney, chiei U.S. marshal 
for the District of Columbia, on 
James D. St. Clair, Nixon’s chief 
Watergate lawyer, at the Executive 
Office Building next door to the 
White House. 
Sirica ordered issuance of the 
subpoena at Jaworski’s request and 


French jostling begins 


PARIS (UPI) — A dozen candidates officially began campaiping today 
for next month’s French presidential election, with a Socialist and two 
Gaullists leading the field. 
1 
The Constitutional Council, which oversees French elections, announced 
the names of the candidates Thursday night and said the contenders would 
share an estimated $1.2 million in broadcast time provided by state 
networks. 
The candidate list included the names of the three top contenders 
—Francois Mitterrand, secretary general of the Socialist party ; former 
Gaullist Premier Jac(tues Chaban-Delmas and Gaullist Finance Minister 
Valery Giscard d’Estaing. 
The council said an additional nine candidates qualified to get their names 
on the ballot. The rest of the 30 candidate hopefuls failed to get the 
necessary backing of 100 elected officials. 


directed that Nixon comply with it 
by delivering the materiel to the 
court no later than 10 a.m.

2. The White House had no comment 
other than that Nixon’s legal team 
would study it. 


Jaworski, frustrated at White 
House reluctance to surrender the 
materials on request to help him 
prepare for the Watergate cover-up 
trial due to begin Sept. 9, had asked 
Sirica on Tuesday to authorize the 
subpoena.

“either as evidence which the 
government would seek to offer in 
its case or which might be helpful to 
one or more of the defendants."

Haldeman 
and

Erhlichman —were indicted March 
1 in the Watergate cover-up. The 
bulk of the materials sought in 
Jaworski’s latest subpoena related 
to White House discussions in March 
and April last year when the cover- 
up began to unravel.

Syria said 39 days of Syrian-lsraeli 
fighting on the Golan Heights front 
exploded today into a series of air 
battles when “large formations” of 
Israeli aircraft tried to penetrate 
Syrian air space. They were the first 
dogfights since the end of the 
October war. 
The battle on the Golan Heights 
and the bitter struggle for 9,200-foot 
Mount 
Hermon 
had 
escalated 
earlier today when Israeli planes 
struck seven and a half to nine and a 
half miles north of the ceasefire line 
and the Syrian air force retaliated 
with raids on Israeli positions inside 
the salient it holds inside Syria. 
Syria made no immediate victory 
claims in the air battles but 
reported 
its Soviet-supplied 
air 
defenses had shot down 10 Israeli 
planes today, including a pilotless 
drone, for a total of 19 since April 8. 
Israel denied these claims and said 
the SAM missiles missed. 
A Syrian communique issued in 
Damascus said the aerial battles 
were raging over Lebanon and in the 
skies over Mount Hermon and that 
they were still going on some time 
later 
“Since 4 p.m. (10 a.m. EDT) air 
battles have been going on between 
our air force and large enemy 
formations which are trying to 
penetrate 
our air 
space,” 
the 
Damascus communique said. “The 
battles are going on in Lebanese 
skies and over Mount Hermon." 
The communique said the results 
of 
the 
air 
battles 
would 
be 
announced in another communique 
later today. 
The Syrians said their antiaircraft 
systems shot down nine Israeli 
planes today, one of them a pilotless 
reconnaissance 
aircraft. 
This 
brought the total the Syrians claim 
to have shot down since April 8 to 18. 
Israel denied the Syrian claims and 
said the 
Syrian 
SAM 
missiles 
missed. 
A Syrian communique said; “At 2 
p.m. (8 a.m. EDT) our aircraft 
shelled enemy fortified positions 
and concentrations of its forces on 
the confrontation lines, scoring hits 
and inflicting heavy losses in enemy 
lives and equipment. A number of 
enemy positions are still on fire. All 
our planes returned safely to base.” 
The Israeli command said all its 
planes returned safely to base and 
that the Syrian air strikes came 
several hours later, hitting positions 
in the bulge Israel thrust into Syria 
in the war. 
The 
Israelis 
reported 
no 
casualties from the air strike but 
said one soldier suffered wounds 
from Syrian shellfire directed at the 
salient. 
It brought 
the Israeli 
casualty toll in 39 consecutive days 
of fighting in the Golan Heights and 
on Mount Hermon to 10 dead and 50 
wounded.

Proponents 
of 
proposals 
for 
construction of a veterans cemetery 
at Vandenberg Air Force Base have 
mounted a campaign for their cause 
in the light of new national policy 
and the availability of federal funds. 
F reshman Congressman Robert J. 
Lagomarsino, has revived the effort 
originally fielded by his predecessor 
the late Representative Charles 
Teague. A piece of legistlation 
introduced by Teague and shelved 
after a change in federal policy will 
be revived by Lagomarsino if that 
proves necessary. That was the 
word this week according to a letter 
by Lagomarsino to Fourth District 
Supervisor Francis H. Beattie. 
"If it turns out that reintroducing 
Chuck’s bill would be helpful, 1 will 
also do that,” Lagomarsino said.

Water moratoriums bring reduction 
of $5 million in county tax roles

County Reporter 
Successful property assessment appeals this year by 
South Coast landowners in two water districts where 
moratoriums have been imposed will result in a slash of 
$5,137,609 in assessed valuation for tax purposes, County 
Assessor William H. Cook reported today. 
The assessed valuation loss, which means loss of county, 
school district and special district revenues in the Goleta 
and Montecito county water districts, could go still higher, 
it was shown, as the County Assessment Appeals Board has 
93 additional appeal cases to be resolved starting in May. 
The 93 cases out of an original appeal total involving 480 
properties are still before the appeals board because 
landowners failed to accept guidelines set in several test 
cases. The other landowners accepted the reduction 
percentages in the test cases. 
Cook said the 480 properties on which assessment cuts 
were sought on the basis of inability to develop properties 
had a cash value of $45,723,400. 
Cash value of the 387 properties acted on by the board 
has been cut 50.8 percent from $40,425,150 to $19,874,712, 
Cook declared. 
The slashed cash valuations came about on the basis of 
findings of fact in the test cases, Cook showed. 
The assessor's tabulations showed that 312 of the 380 
appeal cases have been disposed of in the Goleta County 
Water District. Cash values were cut from $36,436,650 to 
$17,707,500, or about 51.4 percent, with resulting assessed 
valuation decline totaling $4,682,288. 
Montecio County Water District had 100 property 
assessment appeals, with 15 still to be adjudicated. The 95 
properties acted on had a full cash value of $3,988,500. 
which as reduced to $2,167,212, or a drop of 45.5 percent, 
with $455,322 assessed valuation reduction. 
County officials previously had estimated that the 
resulting loss of assessed valuation in the cases settled so 
far would affect the county levy about 2 cents, with school

1964.

Consumer legislation 
unveileiJ by state Demos 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
A package of consumer 
legislation to impose stiffer 
regulation of prepaid health 
plans affecting 5 million 
Californians was unveiled 
today by prominent Dem­ 
ocratic lawmakers. 
The 
measures 
were 
disclosed at the same time a 
new 
study 
cited 
the 
potential 
danger 
of 
the 
current 
lack 
of 
state 
regulation that easily could 
lead to fraud in the health 
care field. 
The report by the Senate 
subcommittee 
on 
health 
needs said the state had far 
less 
power 
to 
oversee 
prepaid health plans than it 
does to regulate other types 
of health insurance. 
Meantime, Assemblyman 
John T. Knox, D-Richmond, 
unveiled a bill (AB3885) 
designed to cure many of 
the ills outlined in the 
Senate study. He said the 
bill was a good consumer 
protection bill but noted 


every prepaid health plan 
now opposed it. 
The 
m easure, 
the 
keystone of a package of 
bills, would require state 
licensing of prepaid health 
'plan salesmen, provide for 
auditing and evaluation of 
the plans and create a new 
state agency to oversee the 
plans. It will be coauthored 
by Senate President Pro 
Tern James R. Mills, D-San 
Diego. 
Knox acknowledged that 
the current law, which he 
authored 
in 
1965, 
was 
inadequate protection for 
the consumer who cannot 
understand the many legal 
technicialities of prepaid 
health plans. 
Currently, 
the 
health 
plans 
are 
monitored 
primarily 
by 
the 
state 
attorney General Evelle J. 
Younger, whose office has 
little 
power 
to 
curtail 
questionable practices and 
has been reluctant to use 


what power it has. 
Under 
the 
Knox-Mills 
legislation, a new Division 
of Prepaid Health Plans 
would evaluate the coverage 
of various plans to make 
sure consumers are getting 
their money’s worth.

SAN DIEGO (U PI)-The 
U.S. tuna fishing industry 
Thursday 
opposed 
a 
proposal 
to 
extend 
the 
United 
States 
territorial 
water limits from 12 miles 
to 200 at a Senate committee 
hearing. 
At the same time, the 
Am erican 
Tunaboat 
Association announced the 
first seizure of a U.S. boat 
this year by Panama for 
breaking the Central Ameri­ 
can nation’s claimed 200- 
mile zone. 


Tuna 
industry 
representatives appeared at 
a hearing by the Senate 
Committee conducted by 
Sen. John V. Tvunney, D- 
Calif. 
The 
hearing 
was 
scheduled to resume today 
in San Francisco. 
The tuna fishermen told 
Tunney that extending the 
U.S. 
territorial 
waters 
would 
bring 
on 
such 
retaliation 
from 
Latin 
American nations—many of 
whom already have similar 
limits themselvees — that it 
would wreck the U.S. tuna 
fishing ingustry. 
They were supported by 
two 
San 
Diego 
area 
congressmen. Reps. Lionel 
Yen Deerlin, a Democrat, 
and 
Bob 
Wilson, 
a 
Republican. 


Van Deerlin urged that no 
action be taken until after a 
conference 
in 
Caracas, 
Venezuela this summer on 
maritime law, sponsored by 
the United Nations. 
The bill to extend the 
territorial waters limits is 
sponsored by Sen. Warren 
Magnuson, D-Wash. 
U.S. tuna fishermen, who 
oppose it, do most of their 
fishing off the coast of Latin 
America. The bill has the 
support of fishermen from 
Northern California and the 
Pacific Northwest, who see 
it as a protection from the 
encroachments of Japanese 
and Russian vessels in the 
North Pacific. 
Meanwhile, the American 
Tunaboat 
Association 
revealed the seizure by 
Panamanian 
authorities 
Wednesday of the tuna boat 
Raffaello, owned by Ocean 
Fisheries of San Diego. 
Association 
manager 
August 
Felando 
said 
Panamanian 
officials 
boarded the Raffaello in 
Pacific shipping lanes, and 
took the crew into custody 
because 
the 
ship’s 
log 
indicated it had been fishing 
only 90 miles from the 
Panamanian coast. 
The ship is being held for 
payment of a $57,200 fine, 
Felando reported.

ST LOUIS, Mo. (UPI) - 
Medical studies by a team 
led by sex researcher Dr. 
William H. Masters suggest 
that heavy use of marijuana 
may reduce the amount of 
sex hormones in young men, 
it was revealed Thursday. 
The scientists also said 
marijuana used by pregnant 
women could impair the 
development of unborn male 
children. 
Research was performed 
at the Reproductive Biology 
Research 
Foundationn, 
headed by Masters. The 
study was published in the 
New England Journal of 
Medicine. 
Tests 
conducted 
by 
M asters 
and 
three 
associates showed that the 
levels of the male hormone 
testosterone 
in 
persons 
using 
marijuana 
heavily 
averaged only 44 per cent of 
the level in nonusers of the 
same age. 
The study found that 35 
per cent of the heavy users 
tested had subnormal sperm 


counts. Testosterone levels 
returned to normal after a 
person 
stopped 
using 
marijuana for a week 
Masters said the findings 
also 
suggested 
that 
pregnant 
women 
using 
marijuana might impair the 
development of unborn male 
children. 
“ The 
avoidance 
of 
marijuana use particularly 
duing the first trimester of 
pregnancy 
appears 
judicious,” the study said. 
The study used 20 men 
between the ages of 18 and 
28, all of whom had smoked 
marijuana for at least six 
months but had used no 
other drug. 
The 
subjects 
were 
carefully examined for any 
factors that could prejudice 
the test results, and all 
agreed 
to 
keep 
alcohol 
consumption at low levels 
during the experiment. For 
the six months of the test 
the 
subjects 
smoked 
marijuana at least four 
times a week.

thousands of photos and 
relaying

data. 
It 
greatly 
expanded 
man’s 
knowledge of Mercury, the 
planet closest to the sun. 
The course change 
is 
needed to put the satellite 
into an orbit that will bring 
it to Mercury for a second 
pass in September. If the 
change 
is 
not 
made, 
Mariner 10 will miss the 
planet and soar off to be lost 
in space. 
The malfunction caused 
the failure of 68 of the 136 
telem etry 
channels, 
Giberson 
reported. 
The 
spacecraft should still relay 
scientific data and respond 
to commands, he said, but 
the 
failure 
will 
deny 
co n tro llers 
ce rta in 
inform ation 
on 
the 
temperatures, 
pressures 
and voltages aboard the 
craft that could prevent 
controllers from learning 
about, or responding to, 
problems in its systems. 
Shortly after Mariner 10 
passed Mercury March 29, it 
developed 
an 
electrical 
short that threatened its 
equipment, but controllers 
were able to prevent serious 
damage by turning some 
systems off.

California farmers face a 27 
per cent shortage of baling 
wire needed this summer 
for the state’s giant crop of 
alfalfa, 
hay 
and 
straw, 
agriculture officials 
said 
today. 
The state’s harvest of 
such crops this year is 
expected 
to 
top 
500,000 
tons 
— 
requiring 
an 
estimated 400,000 rolls of 
wire, according to a Depart 
ment 
of 
Food 
and 
Agriculture report. 
But the report, prepared 
for 
the 
Assembly 
Agr culture 
Committee, 
said the amount available 
will probably be only 364,000 
rolls. 
“ Baling wire shortages 
were the result of several 


contributing factors,’’ the 
report said, “ including a 
drastic reduction in foreign 
import along with reduced 
productive 
capacity 
in 
California.” 
The 
report 
said 
that 
prices last month on the 
West Coast ranged from $45 
a 
roll 
imported 
from 
Germany to $68 a roll from 
Japan In 1973, it added, the 
price was only $14 in Cali­ 
fornia. 
“ This broad spectrum of 
prices 
reflects 
the 
uncertainty of supply and 
the 
chaotic 
situation 
created by the shortage 
The attempts of individuals 
to 
obtain 
wire 
from 
whatever source it may be 
available 
makes

The report also said the 
state 
agriculture 
department contacted steel 
producers, wire fabricators, 
importers

determine whether to attempt to 
impeach (indict > him. It is therefore 
much more immediately under the 
gun than is the Senate, which need 
have no direct role unless and until 
the House sends over a bill of 
impeachment. In that eventuality 
the Senate would become a trial 
jury, to acquit or to convict the 
President and thus to oust him from 
office. 
What all of Congress, then, will be 
probing for in this, its current visit 
with the grass roots (or within the 
urban canyons), is guidance from 
the people on “The Nixon Issue?” 
No one should misunderstand that 
this issue — should an American 
President for the first time be 
thrown out of office — is by any 
ordinary definition a judicial or 
even a judicious one. It is essentially 
a political one, even though at the

entirely sate to predict that never 
before will more politicians have 
made greater effort to find out what 
the people want done. 
A majority of the members of the 
House 
will 
not 
be 
prepared 
consciously to cast aside their own 
minds and convictions in behalf of 
what the public may think It is, 
however, naive not to suppose that 
many will be deeply influenced and 
indeed that some will be altogether 
submissive to the way the wind is 
blowing at home.

The book explains the law on 
everything from locker searches, to 
dress codes, from saluting the flag 
to carrying switchblades. There is a 
special section on teachers’ rights to 
suspend and other special sections 
on students’ rights to free speech, 
parents’ liability for their children’s 
misconduct, regulating outsiders on 
campus 
and 
laws 
protecting 
teachers from abuse and violence. 
The book, according to the State 
attorney general, has two theses. 
The first is that the operation of the 
criminal law does not stop at the 
school yard gate. Teachers, as part 
of their education, must be able to 
recognize a crime when they see one 
and either call on law enforcement 
for 
assistance 
or 
take 
lawful 
remedial action. The second thesis 
is that, in the words of the U.S. 


Supreme Court, neither students nor 
teachers shed their constitutional 
rights at the school house gate.

Grand jury system 


The plight of Lieutenant Governor 
Ed Reinecke, while unique in one 
sense, points up most dramatically 
what now would seem a gross 
inequity in our system of justice. 
Reinecke’s situation is unique in 
that it is the first time in California 
history that a candidate for a major 
state wide office has come under 
indictment. 
It is a great misfortune for a most 
pleasant man who is well regarded 
as “a nice guy” around the Capitol. 
Had it happened to any one of quite 
a few political figures there might 
have been some rejoicing, at least 
secretly. 
But Reinecke is remarkably free 
of personal enemies and even his 
political 
opponents 
regret 
his 
present predicament. For example, 
his only major competition for the 
Repu bl ic an 
nominati on 
for 
governor, 
Controller 
Houston 
I. 
Flournoy, has been convinced for 
months that he could win the race 
and finds no joy in Reinecke’s 
miseries. 
That he need not have been placed 
in the position he now finds himself 
will long be argued. The offenses of 
which 
he 
now 
stands 
accused 
allegedly occurred two years ago. 
For the past year and a half, due to 
leaks, 
rumors 
and 
innuendoes, 
Reinecke has been under a cloud. 
As long ago as last June he was 
p l e a d i n g 
w i t h 
W a t e r g a t e 
prosecutors to either clear him or 
charge him. 
He was promised, 
according to Reinecke, that the 
issue would be resolved by last 
October. 
Had that committment 
been kept, even had the decision 
then been for indictment, Reinecke 
would have had his day in court and 
the issue would have been settled. 
It is most difficult to understand 
the seeming procrastination of the 
prosecutors in dragging the matter 
along until now. It is hard to believe 
they could have been waiting on new 
evidence since presumably they had 
everything at hand last June. Yet, 
with just two months remaining 
before the June primary election, an 
indictment is brought forth. If a 
trial can be held and a 
verdict 
reached before the June primary 
Reinecke’s 
career 
may 
yet 
be 


salvaged. 
As it stands the likelihood is that 
his political career has been ruined. 
For, 
most 
people 
consider 
an 
indictment 
tantamount 
to 
guilt 
despite 
the 
knowledge that the 
Am erican 
system 
of 
justice 
presumes 
innocence 
until 
guilt 
“beyond a shadow of doubt” has 
been proven. 
So the grand jury system as it 
presently operates is a harsh one. It 
is bad enough that it casts a cloud 
over one indicted. But worse than 
the suffering it causes an innocent 
person is the considerable expense 
to 
w h i c h 
one 
is 
put 
in 
defending himsel . Many have had 
their life savings and then some 
wiped out. 
Which 
raises the 
question of 
whether or not the grand jury 
system 
as 
it exists cannot be 
improved. 
It 
is 
not 
now 
an 
a d v e r s a r y 
pr oc eeding . 
No 
protection is provided for the one 


about to be indicted. The prosecutor 
presents his case to a jury of 
laymen. No lawyer is there to point 
out 
to 
the 
jury 
possible 
shortcomings in the case. A skilled 
prosecutor can easily persuade the 
jurors 
that 
there 
is 
sufficient 
evidence to bring a person to trial. 
If the 
prosecutor 
is 
lazy or 
prejudiced the jurors have no way of 
knowing he has not done his work 
thoroughly. This will come out only 
at the trial before another jury. 
Perhaps justice would be better 
served if an adversary lawyer were 
provided to advise the jury. Not a 
lawyer for the defense to throw 
frivilous 
roadblocks 
into 
the 
proceedings but an advisor in the 
role of ombudsman who would assist 
the 
jury 
in 
determining 
the 
adequacy of the prosecution’s case. 
It might save the people, as well as 
the defendant, the expenses of an 
unnecessary and unwarranted trial 
in many cases.

The history of the Lompoc 
Record is really inseparable 
from the story of Lompoc.

Lompoc 
by 
the 
Indians. 
It was the early 1870s and 
the man responsible was W. 
W. 
Broughton, 
sometime 
attorney, 
school 
master, 
editor of the Santa Cruz 
Enterprise and, it is agreed, 
the 
founder 
of 
the 
temperance colony here. 
A bald, bearded but not 
p h y s ic a lly 
imposing 
patriarch, 
Broughton 
im p o r t e d 
the 
s a m e 
sternness against alcohol 
that had characterized the 
editorial 
pages 
of 
the 
Enterprise. Not long after 
the colony was barely on its 
feet, he was even to act as 
l e g a l 
c o u n s e l 
for 
Lompocans 
accused, 
and 
quite probably guilty, of 
summarily pulling down a 
saloon with lengths of rope. 
To Broughton, the Lompoc 
temperance colony was a 
grand experiment, and he 
intended that the Record 
have a prominent roll in it. 
Scratching out editorials 
long hand at night, by the 
flicker of a kerosene lamp, 
Broughton, 
“the 
dapper 
little man with the goatee,” 
eternally 
took 
editorial 
stands on the side of the 
“drys” against the “wets,” 
even long after Lompoc had 
survived its first tenuous 
years and hidden bottles of 
whiskey were coming into 


the struggling western town 
on every other stage. 
But 
back 
to 
origins. 
Lompoc 
was founded 
in 
1874. The land company was 
incorporated by Northern 
California businessmen in 
August, but it was the 250 
colonists, who came ready 
with plows, mules and seeds 
later 
in 
the year, 
who 
inaugurated the town. 
Broughton had hoped to 
publish the first edition of 
the Record the first of the 
year, 1875, but a familiar 
Lompoc 
plague 
stopped 
him. 
Rain. The 
infant 
town’s 
mud streets were 
quagmires and it wasn’t 
until April 10, 1875 that the 
Record’s first issue made 
its debut. 
That 
first edition, and 
many 
m or e 
w e e k l y 
additions thereafter, served 
principally as a publicity 
medium to draw settlers to 
the new colony, promising 
the 
b e n e f i t s 
of 
a 
temperance colony in which 
every 
deed contained 
a 
proviso prohibiting making, 
holding or drinking liquor 
forever. 
About 1,500 of the mostly 
“boiler 
plate” 
Records 
came 
off 
Broughtons 
primitive hand press each 
week, 
many 
bound 
for 
set tle men t 
- 
minded 
populations in the Midwest 
and 
East, 
and 
each 
bannering “Success Thus 
Far,” “Great Land Sale” 
and “A Rare Opportunity.” 
With the fledgling valley 
settlement midway between 
the roistering communities 
of San Luis Obispo and 
Santa Barbara, and in the 
midst of the home pastures 
of 
parched 
bands 
of 
shepherds, temperance was 
d o o m e d . 
But, 
if 
disappointed on this front, 
Broughton was successful in 
his editorials in support of 
colonization. 
The 
early 
ownership 
history 
of the paper is 
muddled. 
A 
good 
many 
people seem to have owned 
it in succession. Broughton 
is said to have owned the 


paper 
until 
1878 
before 
turning 
it 
over 
to 
a 
succession 
of publishers, 
including Phil Tucker, and 
Pastor J. W. Webb. It was 
Webb, 
the 
first 
valley 
preacher, 
who 
briefly 
introduced 
the 
phonetic 
spelling of “tho” for though 
and “thru” for through in 
the news columns. After 
A l e x a n d e r 
M cL e a n , 
Broughton’s 
son-in-law, 
relinquished 
the 
paper’s 
helm in 1887, the elder town 
dignitary is said to have 
redonned the editor’s visor 


again, until 1905, moving 
back into his familiar chair 
after 
a 
local 
political 
career. 
T. L. Harris and T. M. 
Storke, the latter the then 
publisher 
of 
the 
Santa 
Barbara 
News 
Press, 
bought the Record in 1905 
for a reported $1,000. Harris 
shortly bought out Storke 
and continued successfully 
for some years, eventually 
leaving the community to 
accept a post as deputy 
county clerk. 
The next few years were 


precarious for the Record, 
with another succession of 
publishers 
as 
well 
as 
experiments 
with 
semi­ 
w e e k l y 
and 
dail y 
publication that didn't seem 
to work out. 
Nearing 1911, there were 
two papers in Lompoc. The 
second was the People’s 
Journal, later known as the 
Lompoc 
Journal. 
The 
J o u r n a l , 
s u p p o s e d l y 
established 
to 
oppose 
Broughton’s ambitions to 
become county supervisor,

visited the Record with at 
limes bracing competition. 
During the era that William 
Randolph Hearst boasted of 
his “longest leased wire on 
earth,” in fact, the Journal 
referred in print to the 
angular editor of its sister 
publication as “the longest 
greased liar on earth.” 
In 1911, a rancher with 
political ambitions, C. K. 
Hardenbrook, desired the 
political support of one of 
the town’s papers and, so, is 
said to have literally bought 
it 
with 
the 
Record. 
Hardenbrook installed his 
son-in-law, 
Ronald 
M. 
Adam, as printer-publisher. 
Adam, who reportedly at 
that time worked 
in a 
grocery store, had stuck 
type 
in 
his 
youth 
in 
newspapers operated by his 
stepfather, John Graham. 
Adam 
accepted 
the 
challenge 
of 
the 
paper 
aggressively 
and 
his 
partnership with it clicked. 
In 1913, the same year that 
the Record finally absorbed 
the Journal, Adam bought 
out 
his 
father-in-law’s 
interest in the publication. 
He was to be the Record’s 
publisher for the succeeding 
37 years, retiring in 1950. 
During this stable building 
period he brought to the 
newspaper, Adam set the 
editorial tone which still 
survives today and depicted 
the life of the community 
over these formative years 
in 
h is 
c o l um n , 
“Ramblings.” 
In 
an 
early 
editorial, 
Adam 
espoused 
the 
purchase of 40 acres at the 
mouth of the Santa Ynez 
River for development of a 
county park. The area is 
today enjoyed by residents 
throughout 
the 
area 
as 
Ocean County Park. 
In 
1950, Ronald Adam 
retired, leaving the helm of 
the Record to his son, 
Kenneth L. Adam. The elder 
Adam’s tenure had also 
witnessed the emergence of 
another second newspaper 
in Lompoc, the Lompoc 
Review, which arose in the 
1920s and was also absorbed 
by the town’s oldest paper. 
Kenneth Adam continued 
to paint the life of the valley 
in weekly columns. His own 
was entitled 
“Something 
About 
Nothing,” 
always 
appearing on the front page, 
and was probably one of the 
first things people read. 
Seldom 
high 
flown 
or 
scholarly, 
the 
columns 
seemed 
to 
touch 
there 
where they lived. 
The younger Adam also 
instituted offset printing at 
the paper and took the giant 
step by increasing the paper 
to a daily in 1963. The great

IT WAS TIME for cake and a party in April, 1948 for the 
Record owners and staff with the installation of the 


Vandenberg Air Force Base 
had made this possible. The 
community was booming 
and with it, as always, was 
the Record. 
Kenneth Adam’s untimely 
death in 1966 left control of 
the paper with his brother, 
J. Donald Adam and then 
his widow, Harriet Adam, 
the present Mrs. James 
McCollum. The Record is 
presently 
managed 
by 
Rennie 
Adam, 
Kenneth 
Adam’s eldest son. 
Over 
the 
years, 
the 
Record has been published 
in 
several 
locations 
in 
Lompoc, beginning from a 
one room shanty. In 1957, 
the paper moved into new 
quarters at 115 North H 
Street, 
a 
building 
once 
housing 
an 
automobile 
dealership which had been 
remodeled to accommodate 
the paper’s growing staff 
and 
e q u i p m e n t . 
In 
December, 
1971, 
a 
fire 
ignited in the print shop at 
this structure, causing total 
damage 
but 
mercifully 
l ea v i n g 
e d i t o r i a l , 
advertising, back shop and 
business 
departm ents, 
including expensive offset 
presses, intact. The paper 
still came out. The staff 
struggled to put out the next 
few daily 
issues, 
never 
m i s s i n g 
one, 
f r o m 
temporary offices in the 


relatively new “flat bed” press in the headquarters of the 
newspaper on East Ocean Avenue.

The 
editorial 
and 
ad­ 
vertising departments have 
the 
responsibility 
of 
covering 
the 
news 
and 
creating the ads that appear 
in the Record. 
The 
production depart­ 
ment sets the type and 
builds the ads and the pages, 
getting them ready for the 
press. Once off the press the 
circulation 
department, 
with the help of over 100 
carriers, 
distributes 
the 
paper 
to 
nearly 
8,000 
readers. 
There is one other major 
department, the business 
department, which handles 
the financial chores and all 
other duties required of a 
business 
concerning 
its 
nearly 
50 employes

customers.

Living high life in a van

Van songs are next. Truck 
driving and prison songs are 
about exhausted and the life of 
a van owner can be just as la­ 
mentable. 
If you visited the display of 
vans Sunday at Ryon Park and 
questioned 
van 
owners, 
you 
may have heard some state­ 
m ents that could effectively be 
backed up by a bewailing coun­ 
try and w estern steel guitar: 
Such as, “ I never foundagirl 
who cared as much for my van 
as I do.” 
And, “ I got rid ofmy wife and 
got a van; it’s a lot m ore re­ 
liable.” 
The event, sponsored oy the 
Central Coast Rollin’ Rooms 
( a Lompoc van club), yielded 
enough m aterial for a variety 
of songs about vans and van 
owners, not all of them so mel­ 
ancholy. 
Any songs about Roy Ham, 
Rich N orris, and Brian Holmes 
and their customized vans would 
have to be about thoughts of 
am orousness and opulence. 
Ham’s 1974 
Dodge van fea­ 
tures a heart-shaped bed lined 
— from top to bottom, side to 
side — with shiny gold and yel­ 
low shag rug. Why a “ heart- 
shaped” bed? 
“ For extra activities,” grin­ 
ned Ham, who is stationed at 
Vandenberg Air Force Base. 
Within arm ’s reach is a two 
foot ice box, today containing 
two six packs of beer. 
The inside of N orris’ van, a 
1972 Ford, registers on the 
stunning level: it is fitted with 
a long, wall to wall double bed. 
baby blue sheets, and two bed­ 
room pillows. Tie-dyed sheets 
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adorn the walls and ceiling. 
Shades of the sheiks’ lair. 
Reactions from the women? 
“ If I had a cam era, there 
would be some interesting ex­ 
p ressions,” assured N orris, al­ 
so a local airm an. 
At the bed’s foot, above a 
slim closet, is a tv, black and 
white. 
Not to be outdone, Holmes’ 
van contains an icebox, bar, and 
a tv. His bedroom, which cov­ 
ers the back half of the van, is 
prefaced with heavy ornate cur­ 
tains, and topped with pillows, 
and a stuffed animal or two. 
The whole inside is wood 
panelled; behind the paneling 
is three inches of fiberglass in­ 
sulation. 
Harold Everett’s 1972 Chevy 
van is another song, one about 
a man patiently fashioning with 
his hands. Otaer van owners 
cover their walls and ceiling 
with carpeting, wood panel, and 
sheets. 
Everett, another air­ 
man, has bolted strips of red­ 
wood benderboard — after he 
burns them with a torch and 
wire brushes them — to the in­ 
side. 
The project has taken him a 
year and a half to install so far. 


T here’s still more work to do. 
About the 1973 
Ford Van of 
T erry and Susanne Schrecoiv- 
gost, it is a song of relative 
ease. The Schrecongoste belong 
to the 10 per cent of van owners 
who order their interior fea­ 
tures — such as a couch that 
unfolds into a cozy bed and a 
wide, but short d resser — from 
the m anufacturer. Their van 
also comes equipped with an 
icebox and a port-a-pottie. 


The point of this story is that 
van owners swear by their vans. 
Owners spend their weekends 
in the van, tripping around, at­ 
tending different van club ac­ 
tivities all over the state. Van 
clubs make runs from northern 
and southern California, from 
the city to a state park, all “ for 
pleasure, for people to get to­ 
gether, meet each other, and 
have fun.” 


They, too, invest large sum s 
of money ($350 to $2,000) to 
furnish and embellish their ve­ 
hicles that are more than ve­ 
hicles to them. Wlidt viewers 
m issed Sunday at Ryon Park 
was some of the more elaborate­ 
ly furnished vans that sport, for 
example, sm all, functional pot­ 


belly stoves; waterlieds; 
a 
genuine b rass l>e;l cut down to fit 
inside of a van; and a miniature 
old fashio.ied 
brass rail bar 
— com plete with swinging doors. 
Reasons for such steadfast 
loyalty and extraneous finin- 
cial investm ent? 


“ You have a home on wheels 
that is much cheaper to operate 
than the large mobile home ve­ 
hicles,” said Holmes, who came 
down to Lompoc from the Bay 
Area especially to attend the 
truck-in. (He is president of 
the Nor Cal Van Club, a club 
with 173 vans; Lompoc’s club 
has 18.) 


“ It’s the only way to trav­ 
e l,” said N orris. “ It’s like tak­ 
ing part of your house with you. 
You don’t have to w orry where 
you’re 
going to stay for the 
night. You take a stove, cook 
your food, like having all the 
com forts of home.” 


Asked why he invests so much 
of him self into a van, one own­ 
er replied, “ Why does a race 
driver race?” which is a num­ 
ber you have probably heard be­ 
fore.

call off the SEC investigation of 
Vesco’s 
corporate manipula­ 
tions. 
Hall served as congressman 
for 14 years and chairman of 
the Republican National Com­ 
m ittee during the Eisenhower 
period. 
Form er U.S. Attorney Gener­ 
al Mitchell and form er Secre­ 
tary of Commerce Stans are 
charged with conspiracy, per­ 
jury, and obstruction of justice 
for 
allegedly 
attempting

impede the SEC investigation in 
return for a $200,000 Vesco 
contribution to the P resident’s 
1972 re-election fund. 
P rio r 
testimony indicated 


that Vesco prom ised in March 
1972, to pay $500,000 in two 
installm ents and actually paid 
$200,000 in cash to Stans on 
April 10.

The artillery fire killed one 
Israeli soldier and wounded to 
others. Two U.N. observers—a 
Finn and a Dane, statio.ied on 
the Syrian side of the line— 
were wounded. A Syriian office 
was also wounded. 
It was the longest stretch of 
daily hostilities since the IB-day 
war last October. Since March 
4. three Israelis have died and 
eight others have been woun­ 
ded.

Wa sh in g t o n ( u p i) - The 
House overwhelmingly passed 
legislation Tuesday aimed at 
providing at least one hot meal 
a day for needy Americans 60 
and older. 
Rep. John Brademas, D-Ind., 
who introduced the legislation, 
said passage “ is essential at a 
time when inflation is taking 
food out of the mouths of our 
senior citizens.” 
By a vote of 380-6, the House 
extended the nutrition for the 
elderly 
program 
for 
three 
years. It authorized appropria­ 
tions f r o m S104.8 million for the 
rest of this year to$250million 
for 1977 to pay for the program. 
The program 
provides 
at 
least one hot meai a day in 
community centers for persons 
60 and older. Studies show that 
70 per cent of the food goes to 
persons 
below 
the 
poverty 
level, 
and 
38 
per 
cent to 
members of minority groups. 
The 
Nixon 
administration 
favored only a one-year author­ 
ization. 
“ We are helping meet two of 
the most basic needs of older 
Americans—food for physical 
sustenance 
and 
recreational 
opportunities 
to 
break 
the 
boredom of loneliness,” Brade- 
rnas said. 
The House also passed a bill 
establishing a National Com­ 
mission 
on 
Diabetes 
and 
authorizing expenditures of $1 
million this year rising to $10 
million by fiscal 1975.

Venus’ 
spinning 
atmosphere 
has a bright polar cloud ring 
and spiraling cloud bands, with 
a darker, slower moving cloud 
region that one scientist called 
the “ great Venusian eye.” 
Other 
results 
from 
the 
Mariner 
10 
spacecraft 
that 
pissed 
Venus 
last 
month 
showed the planet's midsection 
appears to tie surrounded )y a 
broad disc of carbon monoxide. 
Helium 
and carbon atoms 
also were discovered in the 
upper regions of the planet’s 
dense, carbon dioxide-rich at­ 
mosphere and the presence of 
hydrogen atoms was confirmed. 
These 
were 
some of the 
results reported at NASA news 
conference Tuesday by a team 
of scientisds responsible for the 
scientific instruments aboard 
the space probe. 


Mariner 10 
was 
launched 
from 
Cape Canaveral, Ha., 
Nov. 
3 
and 
is approaching 
Mercury, the planet nearest the 
sun. The television probe flew 
within 3,600 miles of Venus on 
Feb. 5 and is to cruise about 
415 miles from Mercury on 
March 29. 


Mercury 
never 
has 
been 
explored by a spacecraft, and 
Mariner’s 2,000 closeup photo­ 
graphs are expected to show 
whether the planet has a baked 
flat surface, or whether it is 
cratered 
like 
the 
moon or 
scarred by canyons and vol­ 
canos like Mars. 
“ Tie exciting possibility ex­ 
ists that it might be different 
from 
any 
of our 
previous 
experiences,” said Dr. Bruce 
C. Murray, professor of plane­ 
tary science at the California 
Institute of Technology. 
Murray explained that Marin­ 
er observed Venus in ultraviolet 
light to see the strikingly dark 
and 
white 
features 
of its 
atmosphere. These markings 


cannot be seen in visible wive 
lengths. 
Dr. Michael J.S. Belton, of 
the Kitt Peak, Ariz., National 
Observatory, confirmed earlier 
reports that Venus’ clouds are 
rotating about 50 times faster 
than the planet itself except for 
the 
darker, 
1,200-mile wide 
Cloud region he r ailed the great 
Venusian eye because of its 
shape. 
He ->aid this feature in Venus’ 
clouds appears always to face 
the 
sun 
and 
tie caused by 
pressure differences from in­ 
tense solar heating.The rotat­ 
ing 
cloud belts, swirls and 
bands appear diverted around 
the eye-shaped region.

The environmental impart of 
hundreds 
of 
projected 
new 
“ rancho type” residential lots 
being carved out of the beauti­ 
ful Santa Ynez Valley hinter­ 
lands is a subject of debate that 
involves not only the county but 
state agencies as well. 
Proponents of the new suM i- 
visions already approved or 
plotted in the oak-studded hills 
northeast of Solvang claim that 
developments such as the new 
Rainbow Ranch tract proposed 
by Fillm ore Condit will allow 
the scenic charm to remain 
for residents and passersby a- 
like. 
Agricultural values can be 
maintained, they say, on the 
parcels of five acres and up, and 
tax revenues can help subsidize 
agriculture 
in general else­ 
where in the valley. 
But that is not the view of 
various state agencies com­ 
menting as a result of a unique 
state clearing house review of 
the Condit plan for a 63-lot, 726- 
acre development in the golden 
hills. 
. 
Nor is it quite the view of 
County Environmental Coordi­ 
nator Albert F. Reynolds, who 
has 
undertaken his job with 
commendable zeal and im par­ 
tiality 
since 
opening 
the 
county’s 
first environmental 
assessm ent office last fall. 
Approval of the tentative sub­ 
division map of the Condit p ro 
ject by the Board of Supervisors 
by a 3-2 vote brought mutterings 
of the valley’s environmenta­ 
list brigade to something of a 
crescendo. 
Because 
the 
supervisors 
gave a green light to a pro­ 
ject that failed to get approval 
of state agencies, the County 
Planning Commission, and is 
held askance by the county envi­ 
ronmental chief, conservation­ 
ists seeking to keep the Val­ 
ley’s open spaces open may 
open up what could be another 
referendum campaign 
if and 
when final approval is obtained. 
One project can't do all that 
harm to a country side that has 
no peer in this region. 
But the cumulative effect of 
the current Condit project along 
with other county subdivisions 
labeled 
as 
“ leap 
frog” by 
county planners could be pro­ 
nounced, 
according to com­ 
m ents that make up the heart of 
an in-depth environm ental im­ 
pact report. 
The state got into the Condit 
project because the tract has 
been ruled a “land project,” 
first of its kind to be so eval­ 
uated in county history. 
A land project is different 
from a regular residential sub­ 
division, 
and 
becomes 
so 
labeled when it is in an area in 
which reside less than 1,500 
registered voters, within two 
m iles of the subdivision boun- 


d irie s, 
for 
one 
thing. Tint 
means it is out in the country­ 
side and presumably — as in 
the case of Rainbow Ranch — 
in open lands judged or zoned 
for agricultural purposes. 
Reynolds’ office keyed in on 
the water problem while listing 
other potential m ajor im pacts. 
The revised environmental im­ 
pact report which the county 
supervisors had ordered after 
learning it was a ” land pro­ 
ject” stressed the dependence 
of new homeowners of Rainbow 
Ranch and other tracts in the 
immediate vicinity will have on 
the natural groundwater resour­ 
ces. “ The cumulative effect on 
these diminishing supplies will 
be great when the large number 
of presently undeveloped par­ 
cels is improved,” a cover let­ 
ter stated. 
Growth-inducing effects not 
only on groundwater but also on 
wildlife, 
air quality, loss of 
wildlife 
habitat, and further 
conversion of agricultural land 
to suburan uses was empha­ 
sized throughout much of the ex­ 
tensive report. An expert w ater 
consultant of the region was 
utilized to provide input along 
with county and state agencies. 


State agricultural officials 
said they noted a “ considerably 
high” rate of conversion of ag­ 
ricultural acreage to suburban 
uses in the project area al­ 
ready. 
State regional water 
quality officials said the var­ 
ious projects in that area “will 
have a m ajor impact on the San­ 
ta Ynez Uplands groundwater 
reso u rces.” 
The county supervisors, to 
their credit, called for an exten­ 
sive 
second 
look at the pro­ 
ject after ea rlier approving an 
environmental 
study 
while 
wearing hats of environmental 
agency m em bers them selves. 
But the three supervisors ap­ 
proving 
the 
tentative 
map 
may 
have 
their action ques­ 
tioned sometim e in the future. 
While they approved the en­ 
vironmental 
impact 
report 
which was revised, and signed a 
statem ent saying they had con­ 
sidered it in their decision, for 
some reason they did not sign 
another statem ent citing “over­ 
riding considerations.” 


The second statem ent under 
state guidelines adopted by the 
county is an optional one. 
It 
is useful in giving reasons why 
the decision-m akers would ap­ 
prove a development which is 
clearly seen as posing environ­ 
mental impact problem s. 


O bservers 
feel 
the three 
supervisors — Board chairm an 
C harles F. Catterlin, C urtis 
Tunnell and Francis H. Beat­ 
tie —might have left them selves 
open to future charges that they 
acted capriciously and flew in 
the face of cited damage to the 
environment by their action.

Snake Hollow loses the War on 
Poverty

Snake Hollow, Tenn. - 
(NEA) — 
Somebody asked 
Harold Mashburn the other 
day what he thought about 
the resig n ation of Spiro 
Agnew and he said he didn’t 
think much about it at all. He 
didn't know the man had quit, 
for one thing, and, for anoth­ 
er, he never heard of any­ 
body named Spiro Agnew. 
“ V ice P re s id e n t0 No, I 
didn't know him ." 
While lamentable, the ig­ 
norance is understandable. 
Harold Mashburn has other 
things to think about than 
politics. Twenty-seven years 
old. married, children, he is 
jo b le ss, broke, unskilled, 
futureless and living here, in 
this isolated mountain com­ 
munity, under cond itions 
more suitable for cattle. 
W a terg a te? The energy 
crisis? War again in the Mid­ 
dle East? While much of 
America concerns itself with 
the alarming complexities of 
events this winter. Mashburn 
must worry about simpler 
problems. His teeth are rot­ 
ting, his children are ill 
clothed, he lives in a shack 
that leans with the wind. As 
T e n n e s s e e t e m p e r a t u r e s 
begin to dip, he cannot worry 
about San Clemente so much 
as the prospect of his family 
using outdoor plumbing in a 
freeze. 
And he is not alone Snake 
Hollow is a brief valley bet­ 
ween a mountain and a ridge 
in northeastern Tennessee, 
resembling nothing so much 
as Snuffy Smith country with­ 
out the gags, and perhaps 200 
people live here in funda­ 
mental privation Dog dung 
lies on broken porches, win­ 
dows a r e p a tch e d with 
cardboard, there is a one 
room schoolhouse heated by 
an ancient coal stove. Nobody 
starves, says a resident, but 
otherwise there isn’t much 
optimism. 
Ironically, Snake Hollow 
was once part of the major 
co m p le x ities with which 
much of America concerns it­ 
self. During the ballyhooed 
War on Poverty of the 60s, 
Appalachian 
communities 
such as this were front-page 
n e ws , 
as c i t i z e n s 
a nd 
authorities alike pledged to 
bring all U.S. citizens into 
20th-century affluence. 
Unfortunately, the atten-

tion was short lived. Poverty 
cannot compete with W ater­ 
gate for the public interest. 
Says a spokesman for the 
Federal Office of Econom ic

ing the poor is no longer 
chic." 
At least it is no longer high 
priority. The OEO itself has 
been massively wounded by 
official neglect (P resid en t 
Nixon proposed its disban- 
donment two years ago) and 
has no more than a year to 
live. Other poverty program s 
are suffering almost equally; 
in Tennessee, virtually un­ 
noticed among the welter of 
other depressing world news, 
it has been announced that up 
to 40,000 people are due to be 
chopped from the w e lfa re 
rolls, among them 2,800 poor 
and disabled children being 
cut from day care and special 
education classes. 
It’s not that poor people a re 
being entirely forgotten. T he 


H e a l t h , E d u c a t i o n a n d 
W e l f a r e

t h a t t a x p a y e r s still spend 
a b o u t $1.7 billion a month to 
a s s i s t

c h ild re n ). And it’s not that 
p r o g r e s s hasn’t been m ade; in 
1 9 6 0 , 
a c c o r d i n g to s t a te 
fig u re s, 33 per cent of T en ­ 
n e s s e e ’s population w as con­ 
s id e re d poor, while today the 
to ta l is only 21 per cent. 
B u t th e poverty focus is 
j u s t 
n o t 
t h e r e a n y m o r e . 
P a r tl y 
b ecau se the United 
S t a t e s lias turned to other 
e m e r g e n c ie s such as corrup­ 
tion on high and alarm ing 
fuel sh o rtag es. But also be­ 
c a u s e , a s the OEO spokesman 
say s: “ I think we all overs­ 
ta te d th e poverty case in the 
1960s. W e indicated th at with 
a 
little 
bit of razzledazzle 
w e ’d w ipe it out forever. It 
ju st c a n t be done so simply.” 


One reason it can't, it has 
been learned, is that often 
times the poor themselves 
resist help. As right here in 
Snake Hollow. Pride knows 
no economic level and the 
mountain people resent the 
snooping and alterations that 
a cc o m p a n y 
b u r e a u c r a tic 
assistance. Indeed, the back­ 
lash has been precisely pre­ 
dictable: “We ain't like out­ 
siders say,” grumps a Snake 
Hollow man, “we get along 
all right here.’’ 
Actually, in some ways the 
people of Snake Hollow (they 
are a copper colored, inbred 
group called Mulungeons, 
origin unknown) do get along. 
That is to say they manage. 
They help each other, they in­ 
sist on certain rules of con­ 
duct, a few have managed to 
get steady jobs and build 
sturdy homes. Also, their 
land is lovely. And as for 
being backw ard, resident 
Gillis Harvey says: 
“Sometimes I think there's 
too much learning. I’ve got 
TV but it’s confusing. The 
President says one thing, the 
Congress says another, and, 
well, I get so I don’t know who 
to believe.” 
Yet the general situation 
here, that of people living 
from hand to mouth, is no less 
deplorable in 1973 than it was 
in 1963. Hancock, the county 
surrounding Snake Hollow, is 
the poorest 
in the state; 
authorities believe that of 
7,000 county residents 4,200 
earn less than $4,300 a year 
and live in su b sta n d a rd 
homes. And Snake Hollowites 
have it even worse: Residents 
say large families live here 
with no work, no welfare — 
a n d 
c o n s i d e r i n g 
t h e 
dim inishing profile of the 
poor they may have no hope 
either. 
Hope? For poor people that 
is very often som ething 
others make possible. And 
this wi nt er, as p ro b lem s 
escalate everywhere, there 
seems to be a shortage of it at 
all levels. 
“Used to be a lot of people 
c o m e in h e r e and 
look 
around,” says Curtis Bell, age 
74, leaning on a pair of 
crutches. “Now they all stay 
in Washington, I guess. Can t 
blame them. From what 1 
hear it may be things are 
almost as bad there these 
days as they are here.”

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - 
For a while last summer it 
looked as if a fellow from 
Huntsville, Tenn., was on his 
way to becoming the next 
p resident 
of the

States. He was television's 
matinee idol, the pinup boy of 
the nation’s newspapers and 
women everywhere are said 
to have swooned at his sight. 
In July a national pollster 
said Howard Baker was, at 
that point in time, the leading 
candidate as the next occu­ 
pant of the Oval office. 
Howard Baker? 
For those who have al­ 
ready forgotten, Baker is the 
youngest m em ber of the 
Senate Watergate Commit­ 
tee. He flashed into the 
American consciousness on 
an electronic TV beam. Full 
color. Self determined. The 
report is he lost 20 pounds on 
a crash diet so he could pres­ 
ent his best image to the na­ 
tion. 
Compared to some of the 
other droll, dull or snoozy 
W a t e r g a t e p a r t i c i p a n t s , 
Baker was refreshing enough 
to receive one of the quickest 
and most favorable publicity 
buildups in recent Washing­ 
ton history. Overnight the 
news media made him a na­ 
tional figure, a national hero, 
a “presidential contender "; 
not only he but his 94-year- 
old mother and his elemen­ 
tary school teacher were in­ 
terviewed and exploited. 
L o o k i n g 
b a c k , 
t h e 
emblazonment and the specu­ 
lation was at best excessive. 
At worst it was dangerous. 
An article in a recent issue of 
the Colum bia J ou r n a l i s m 
R e v i e w sa y s t hat 
news 
coverage of Baker was better 
suited for a Burt Reynolds 
than a U.S. senator. Writes 
author Robert Walters: The 
public received journalistic 
tidbits while “questions of 
Baker’s competence were ig­ 
nored.”

Indeed, the reporters made 
certain the world knew of 
Baker’s family life, his homey 
homilies, his appeal to the 
housewives, but in trumpet­ 
ing him as “a man to watch" 
in the 1976 elections, they 
n eg lected to d iscuss the 
man’s philosophies, his per­ 
suasions and, above all, his 


qualifications for the ulti­ 
mate political office. 
The danger in all this is ob­ 
vious, and was pointed out r e ­ 
cently during the 44th m eet­ 
ing of the sagacious A m eri­ 
can Assembly. The Assembly, 
made up of scholars and jo u r­ 
nalists and political leaders, 
decided: “ In p ra c tice the 
present system of picking 
presidents overem phasizes 
name familiarity, m anufac­ 
tured charisma . . . and pre­ 
mature calculations of elec- 
tability.” 
In other words, dreadfully 
true, many Americans vote 
for men because they're pret­ 
ty, notorious or the favorite in 
the polls. 
Never mind virtue. When 
George McGovern began his 
campaign for the presidency 
he had little else but virtue. 
Had he had magnetism, had 
the gals liked him, he'd have 
fared better. And had the 
1976 election been last sum­ 


m e r , 
m a k e 
no m i s t a k e , 
H o w a rd B a k e r may have had 
a su rp risin g run — not be­ 
c a u s e o f proven ability, but of 
an a c c id e n ta l and fortunate 
c o u p lin g with the U.S. press.

the pollsters are routinely 
busy with periodic pulse tak­ 
ings. Would Gerald Ford do 
b e t t e r t han R o c k e f e l l e r 
against Edward Kennedy? 
Would Ronald Reagan do 
better than John Connally 
assuming W alter Mondale 
was to best Edmund Muskie 
— and who is Walter Mon­ 
dale anyway? Much of the 
public, perhaps, does not at 
this time give a hoot in hell. 
This is not to say that dis­ 
cussions should not now be 
held concerning the larger 
field of presidential poten­ 
tials. The task of finding the 
finest man is best begun as 
early as possible. The Ameri­ 
can Assembly is correct in 
suggesting “the early stages 
of the winnowing process 
(should be) made more com ­ 
petitive.” 
Also, the number of candi­ 
dates should be, early on, as 
large as possible. Why debate 
only the same tedious faces? 
T he Ame r i c a n A ssem bly 
d e c i d e d t h a t “ E f f e c t i v e 
choices require a reasonably 
large array of possibilities. 
Yet over the past quarter 
century only about a hundred 
individuals (nearly all white 
males) have been considered 
‘s e r io u s ’ pot ent i al c a n d i ­ 
dates.” Currently, then, we 
should be reading and hear­ 
ing about Howard Baker. 
But not just Howard Baker. 
And not just the pleasant side 
of Howard Baker. Does he 
beat his wife? If Richard Nix­ 
on beat Mrs. Nixon, you can 
be sure it would be front 
p age, and we would all 
wonder why we found out 
after the vote was counted. 
As it stands now, 1976 does 
not seem to be the best possi­ 
ble time to celebrate the na­ 
tion's 200th birthday. But it 
will be even less spectacular 
if it begins, somewhere in 
New Hampshire’s primaries, 
with more of the political 
same — parties that back 
men not for fitness but for 
electability and an electorate 
that votes in direct propor­ 
tion to a candidate’s air time. 
In its written report, the 
44th A me r i c a n A ssem bly 
c a l l e d upon A m e r i c a ' s 
citizens and institutions to 
begin an intelligent, th or­ 
ough. systematic search for 
the next presidential candi­ 
dates. Which is to suggest: 
Don’t look for them in the 
polls or on the TV screen — 
look in the record.

RAMAT GAN, Israel - 
The Yom Kippur war was 
rough and bitter, smashing 
not only many Israeli 
families, and upsetting the 
economy, but also destroying 
a dearly held illusion — that 
any war with the Arabs 
would be a pushover. 
If the Israelis have lost 
much of their former com­ 
placency - a complacency 
that caused the loss of many 
lives - they are tackling the 
problems of reconstruction, 
economy and rehabilitation 
of their lives with deadly 
seriousness. 
Som e tw o - th o u s a n d 
Israelis were killed or re­ 
ported missing in battle and 
are believed dead. It’s 
roughly equivalent to three 
times America’s loss of 46,000 
in Vietnam over a period of 
.«ears. B u t Is r a e l lo s t 2,000 in 
less than three weeks. 
Hardly a family has not 
suffered the loss of a dear 
one or a close friend. My own 
experiences are not much 
ditferent from those of the 
rest of my countrymen. 
Take the eldest son of my 
friend of 20 years. As a small 
boy his father picked him up, 
tossed him high and ex­ 
claimed “ My king, my king.” 
That “ king” is dead, killed 
in battle. 
Another friend, whose only 
child was married only 
months ago, could have de­ 
clined front-line duty. But he 
preferred it. He, too is dead. 
His father says nothing at all. 
Not a word.

The husband of a first 
cousin, with two small 
children and a third on the 
way, is also dead. But then 
she has a younger sister to 
comfort her and to show her 
how to once again pick up the 
threads of life. For this 
ounger sister lost her hus- 
jand, when she was preg­ 
nant, during the Six Day War 
in 1%7. 
It would, perhaps, be best 
to end this tale of battle 
losses on an easier note. My 
son-in-law got hit in several 
places by sharpnel, but only 
one piece, in his thigh, was 
serious enough to require a 
short hospital stay. He now 
walks normally again. 
Israelis are gradually tak­ 
ing a deep breath and trying 
to fit the broken pieces of 
their lives together, even if 
one vital piece — a son — is 
gone forever. 
And they all are asking; 
How did it happen? 
A credibility gap - which 
showed itself in questioning 
the veracity of official army 
spokesmen — flared up. The 
country’s military leadership 
was questioned. 
Public pressure has forced 
the government to set up a 
Commission of Enquiry. It

must answer a crucial ques­ 
tion If Israel knew that the 
Arabs were massing their 
forces for war, why didn’t 
Israel take the proper pre­ 
cautions’’ 
Perhaps the an.swer has al­ 
ready been given by Presi­ 
dent Efraim Katzir who has 
said; “We were living in a 
Utopia, in a state of mind 
which had no grasp of the 
realities of the situation.” 
Even though it now seems 
clear that Israel finally not 
only staggered to its feet, but 
achieved brilliant battlefield 
victories, the political pic­ 
ture about a peace settle­ 
ment is seen by many Israelis 
as dim and distant. 


On the homefront, the new 
soberness has been shown by 
an extraordinary willingness 
to pay for the war by buying 
voluntary war bonds, gener­ 
ally equivalent to a month’s 
salary. This imposes a ter­ 
rific Hnancial drain on most, 
for even before the war the 
average wage earner paid 
about 60 per cent in income 
and other direct taxes. In ad­ 
dition he now pays another 
7.5 per cent compulsory “ war 
loan.” 
Prices have also been in­ 
creased on many items such 
as frozen meat, rice and 
gasoline — often by 50 per 
cent. (But they remain rela­ 
tively unchanged on basic 
items such as b read, 
margarine, fish fillet and 
eggs - though eggs are hard 
to find.) 


If the average family has 
been hard hit, the entire 
country’s economy has been 
tossed out of kilter. During 
the war mobilization of all 
fighting manpower was com­ 
plete. But after the war

about 20 per cent of the 
reserves are having to stay 
on in the army. The remain­ 
ing 80 per cent can be 
mobilizea very quickly. 
More often than not, the 
mobilized 20 per cent consist 
of key men in factories, 
farms and businesses. A tre­ 
mendous shortage of trucks 
has developed due to 
mobilization of civilian vehi­ 
cles. Thus there is not only a 
shortage of workers to pick 
and pack the citrus fruits, 
Israel’s chief winter crop, but 
a shortage of trucks to haul it 
to ports. 
But many volunteers have 
arrived in Israel. And al­ 
though they are mostly city 
people, they seem to prefer to 
live in farming communities, 
where they often meet Israeli 
students also volunteering 
for farm work. 
And the hard-hit tourist in­ 
dustry is gradually making a 
slow comeback. 
The picture here is surely 
not bright. But the Israelis 
are throwing themselves into 
the breach with the confident 
hope they can solve existing 
problems and possibly even 
prevent future ones from de­ 
veloping.

A few interpreters have been recruited

Some of the local Valley hosts have 
been cramming for the visit by passing 
around a pamplet, “ Speak Simple Japa­ 
nese In Ten Minutes,” put out by a Ja­ 
panese beer company. 


But once a few phrases and words have 
been mastered, the question arises of 
what to talk about. 


Individual profiles of the Japanese 
team indicate that there should be no 
lack of common interests between the 
guests and the hosts.

* *1% Training for a gentler America 
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At about the same time that the tradition-enmeshed 
Sporting News welcomed “Spring Training, 1974: A Return 
to Normalcy." the more iconoclastic Sports Illustrated an­ 
nounced “ the end of an age of wonderful innocence." 
The end of illusion came, writes Frank Deford in a beau­ 
tiful if tearless piece in a recent S.I., “ when America turned 
to hockey and basketball instead of repledging allegiance to 
the fantasies of the Grapefruit League.” 
Deford tells us that the true first sign of spring in the early 
decades of this century was a large picture in every news­ 
paper of an equipment manager packing a steamer trunk 
full of balls and bats for shipment South. 


No more, he says. But he does not tell us what is the first 
sign of spring now. And it is not the robin. “That went out 
with the bustle," he says. 
Perhaps it is the playoffs of hockey and basketball. But 
each is played indoors, where the only semblance of spring 
is sun filtering into the arena on a Sunday afternoon. 
The Sporting News, that venerable keeper of good days, 
views a different world, an older world, a world, in fact, 
which may be truer than it, or Deford, realizes. 


There are strong indications that America would enjoy a 
return to harmless illusion. The repugnant realities of the 
Vietnam War and the Watergate scandals remind us that 
dreams of glory through violence and greed and power- 
grubbing are unrewarding. 
In some literal and figurative ways, the country is begin­ 
ning to slow down — one can almost hear the treadmill 
begin to creak more slowly. We have turned, with the end of 
a foreign war, to a closer scrutiny of domestic affairs. 
And we have literally, if abruptly, eased our daily pace. 
The energy crisis has seen to that. Some pundits view this as 
a good thing — a time to take stock of ourselves, perhaps the 
beginning of the mellowing of America. 
The Sporting News headline, “ Return to Normalcy" un­ 
wittingly reflects this change. The old baseball newspaper 
was talking about this spring being the first in three years in 
which there were neither strikes nor many holdouts (the 
new arbitration system taking care of the latter). 
Not only that, but “ normalcy," a word first ungram­ 
matically used by President Warren Harding in the ‘20s and 
now humorously accepted, connotes a day when buses and 
trains and not planes were the main modes of travel, and 
night games were only a weird Buck Rogers-style dream. 
Well, with less fuel, there has been a curtailing of night 
games in spring training and teams will be using more 
buses than charter planes to get to exhibition games. 
Deford, now, is so consciously in tune with the times that 
he laments the fleeing to spring training of many of the na­ 
tion's sportswriters. 
The tendency to write soft and sweet pieces about spring 
training — and about baseball, this pastoral, slow game of 
the past — to the exclusion of the hockey and basketball 
playoffs disturbs him. “ It is something like James Heston 
and Tom Wicker (New York Times editorial columnists) 
abandoning the portentous events of Washington for a 
month or so every spring to go west and report on the 
chances of catching Big Foot, the abominable snowman of 
the Sierras,” writes Deford. 
Not so. Sports, in the purest sense, offers some escape 
from the real world. And for all the necessary reporting 
about the human entanglements and drama inherent in 
sports as a microcosm of life — race, labor, failure, success 
— the beauty of illusion must also be kept. For that, too, is 
part of reality. 
Are the hopes annually nurtured in spring training any 
less real than the results of yesterdays playoff games, or 
local bowling tourneys? 
Deford asks, “ Younger people and middle-aged are con­ 
spicuously underrepresented (at spring training practices), 
and the only kids present are those in the company of grand­ 
fathers. What does it say of a nation when only the elderly 
declare themselves for innocence?" 
It may say, as James Reston does when he so often quotes 
Walter Lippman that we ought to pay more attention to the 
wisdom of the ages. 
Finally, Deford says, “ If you still believe in the Grapefruit 
League (even though it has been crassly modernized) there 
will always be a spring to count on." 
Well, at least one youngish sportswriter unabashedly 
counts on it. But he also still places under his pillow at night 
a tooth when one falls out of his head.

Energy shortage cools 
shape-up campaign

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
The onset of the energy 
shortage at first looked like a 
goldmine for insulating con­ 
tractor Waller Shipe. But 
then another shortage - in 
insulating materials — de­ 
veloped. 
Now, though orders have 
increa.sed sharply, Shipe’s 
H y a tt s v ill e M d., fir m 
receives only about half the 
mineral 
wool, the most 
widely u.sed home insulator, 
it needs each week. 
D elivery for som e in­ 
dustrial insulation material 
now takes from two to six 
months. 
“We’re just not getting 
enough to do the jobs as they 
come up,” Shipe says. 
According to the National 
Mineral Wool Insulation 
Assn. in New York, the short­ 
age, though not severe m 
some areas, is found acro.ss 
the nation despite moves to 
increase production. 
Johns-Manville Corp. ot 
D enver, O w ens-C orning 
Fiberglas Corp of Toledo, 
Ohio, and Certain-teed Prod­ 
ucts Corp. of Valley Forge, 
I’a., produce about 80 per 
cent of the mineral wool — 
either fiber glass or rock 
wool — m the country. 
Their biggest headache in 
supplying the residential 
market is with “blow-in” 
mineral wool. When pumped 
in between attic ceiling joists 
of either new or existing 
homes, this loo.se material 
offers the biggest energy 
savings for the smalle.st cost 
and so is in great demand. 
“The supply of blow-in 
wool is a disaster area na­ 
tionwide,” .says Berry Smith, 
Johns-M anville’s product 
manager for home insula­ 
tion. With other home insula­ 
tors not .so easily used in 
older homes, the situation is 
not as critical, hut is “gener­ 
ally frantic,” h(‘ says. 
With the opening of two 
new plants in 1974 his firm’s 
output will be up 70 per cent 


SHORTA(iES of materials 
c r a m p m a n y 
h o m e ­ 
ow ners’ do-it-themselves 
home-insulating projects. 
over 1972, with more new 
production planned. 
Certain-teed and Owens- 
Corning are making similiar 
increases. 
The cau.ses of the insula­ 
tion shortage .sound like a 
m icrocosm of the whole 
e n e r g y crisis. F ir st, of 
cour.se, is demand. 
Shipe, the Maryland con­ 
tractor, .says he feels sudden 
revelations about a national 
crisis last year cau.sed “a lot 
of people to just hit the panic 
button.” He recounts the .sto- 
rv of one elderly woman who 
called his office and wanted 
her home insulated, im ­ 
mediately. 
“She didn't care how much 
it would cost, how much 


whatever. “Anti-solicitation” 
regulations are traditional in 
the medical institution world, 
nurses receive some training 
in spotting and ejecting 
troublemakers, ann many 
hospitals reijuire written 
guest [lasses I'ven during 
open visiting hours. Security 
.stafLs, once a token element 
in hopsitals, are also becom­ 
ing h major defense item 
Moreover, .some ho.spitals 
are going beyond routine pre­ 


cautions. The new Bellevue 
Ho.spital in New York (not yet 
inhabited) has only four en­ 
trances, as again.st 119 in the 
old complex. Some hospitals 
are fx'ginnmg to require all 
.staff clerics to have security 
training. 
And (’hicago’s Cook County 
Hospital has in.stituted a 
Health Advocates Program, 
whereby .stM'cifically trained 
p(*r.sonnel act 
as ombuds­ 
men for patients. “The advo­ 
cates make the rounds look­ 
ing for problem.s,” .says a hos­ 
pital spoke.swoman, “and if 
anyone gels uninvited visi­ 
tors the advocates should 
hear about it.” 
De.spite all steps, however. 


the Miracle Merchants are 
likely to continue to flouri.sh 
as long as there’s a security 
crack to crawl through Not 
that they are .so imminently 
.succes.sful in the ho.spitals — 
mo.st, apparently, are dis­ 
covered and removed quick­

But even 
when 
the 
merchants fail to sell, they 
often succeed in harming 
their victim.s. The woman pa­ 
tient in D C. (ieneral, for ex­ 
ample, never fully recovered 
the .shfK'k of her .strange visi­ 
tor. Though terminally ill, 
her eventual death — fore­ 
cast as it was by a monster - 
was thus made more terrible

Through a study last sum­ 
mer the company found that 
a b o u t h al t its D e t r o i t 
customers lived in uninsul­ 
ated homes. Virtually all 
w'ere inadequately insulated, 
with one-and-a-half inches 
or less in the ceiling. 
In October the gas com­ 
pany began a campaign to 
loost ceiling insulation to six 
inches, which can cut fuel 
bills up to 17 per cent. 
Now being emulated by 
utilities across the United 
States, Michigan Consoli­ 
dated will finance installa­ 
tion free for three months or 
over 36 months at 12 per cent 
interest. 
But new demand from 
owners of drafty homes is not 
th^ only factor in the short­ 
age. A strike at a large 
Owens-Corning plant in New 
Jersey created havoc earlier 
this winter. 
Truck strikes and railcar 
shortages have also contrib­ 
uted. 
And raw materials in short 
supply range from soda ash 
needed in making glass fiber 
to petrochemical resin used 
to bind fibers into wool. 
One of the manufacturer’s 
bigge.st handicaps is depen­ 
dence on natural gas to fire 
furnaces needed in produc­ 
ing mineral wool. 
Like other industries, their 
plants are the first customers 
to be cut off in winter months 
when .supplies get low. 
“Our studies .show that for 
every unit of energy used to 
make insulation for a house, 
we can save 600 units over its 
lifetime,” say.s Smith of 
Johns-Manville. “But that 
doesn’t help when the gas is 
needed to heat homes now.”

The processor of the food, 
based on his knowledge of 
his products, their shelf life 
and his knowledge of the 
co nsum er’s habits, m ust be 
the one to determ ine how 
long the product should be 
offered for sale and how 
m uch home storage tim e to 
allow. 
F o r most foods te m p e ra ­

So unfavorable has been the 
reaction to Simon’s denunciation of a remark by the Shah 
that the U.S. is importing as mu< h oil now ls before the 
Arab oil boycott — which he called “ irresponsible and reck­ 
le ss” - that War.nington insiders feel the energy czar’s 
chances of succeeding George P. Schultz as secretary of 
the treasury ha/e b»*»»n diminished. 
Well documented evidence indicates that oil is indeed 
heing imported it a high rate, especially by black market 
operators who. it is said, can clear up to $50 million on a 
supertanker of crude. A basic reason the black market can

WASHINGTON - In the third year of 
Watergate, the November elections may 
be historic. That is, the election returns 
will be fondled by historians and social 
scientists for their deep significance.

A few new faces, 
but alas, the same old problems that 
remain difficult, intractable or at least 
baffling.

into firm blacks and whites by the time 
the bunco cadres of candidates start 
haranguing in earnest. 
Amnesty — this issue affects fewer 
Americans than others, but it involves 
interpretation of conscience and 
is 
therefore intractable. 
T ie Army says 
that general amnesty will hurt morale 
and that is probably so. But what would 
cause a politician to preach against am­ 
nesty except a sense of vidictiveness? 
Opposing amnesty can be justified on 
the ground of conscience and equal jus­ 
tice for all. There may em erge a bureau­ 
cratic answer, an appeals board to judge 
amnesty on a case-by-case basis. The 
answer may please no one, but may in 
the end be just. 
Busing — rural folks don’t care much, 
since their kids have always been bused. 
Ditto for suburbanites who regard the 
issue as though it were on another plan­ 
et. But in the one-third of America that 
is urban, this is still an open sore. 
The monographs are piled higher than 
the demogogues on this one. No academ­ 
ic and no politician can contest the argu­ 
ment that black kids in general have re­ 
ceived inferior educations. 
But no academic and no politician can 
prove that busing kids from a poor 
school in a black urban neighborhood to 
a poor school in a white urban neighbor­ 
hood — or vice versa — can improve 
anything. The more difficult the prob­ 
lem , the more elbow room for the dem­ 
agogue. Or the longer the rope to hang 
him self or h erselt 
Campaign reform — A Wall Street 
Journal editor warned against the word 
“ reform” as too editorial, promising 
more than it delivers This is true in the 
current despair among politicians who 
feel the urge to do something. 
Public funding is scoffed at by the 


leading cynics in the capital, like Rich­ 
ard Nixon and the Hon. Wayne Hays, the 
Ohio curmudgeon who predicts that 
a 
$90,000 congressional 
campaign fund 
will mean that a candidate will hire his 
brother-in-law as campaign manager with 
an $35,000 salary. 
Indeed, where is the guarantee that 
campaign abuses will be ended by public 
funding? They may just be subsidized. 
The answer, again, may be hard, dull 
and unglamorous — campaign reform 
will come when the public takes a great­ 
er interest in (yawn) government. 
Economic planning — This is probably 
the single most important issue facing 
America and the least debated and dis­ 
cussed. 
Five years of “ Nixonomics” 
have flushed away 
hopes for an ortho­ 
dox, theoretical debate o.n how large a 
role governm eit should have in the 
economy. 
When President Nixon succumbed to 
the urge to do something about prices 
and unemployment, he had no political 
base with which to educate him self, the 
citizenry or the stock market on what 
should happen next. 
He still doesn’t 
know and neither does Congress. 
What 
we 
all know is that “ a giant 
i)ureaucracy” doesn’t work too well and 
an unhindered, 
unchecked 
free enter­ 
prise system doesn’t either. A candidate 
who espouses absolute and unshakable 
beliefs on this issue can be labeled 
clearly a charlatan. 
What these four issues have in com­ 
mon, besides their intractability, is that 
. the impeachment or conviction of Rich­ 
ard Nixon will have no demonstrable ef­ 
fect on their resolution. 
Peope might start thinking about these 
issues without being distracted by the 
argument over whether he’s a crook or 
not; that couldn’t hurt.

Veteran exemption 


A 
current 
bill 
before 
the 
legislature would limit the $1,000 
veteran property tax exemption to 
five years immediately following 
discharge 
from 
the 
military. 
Actually the exemption has become 
a meaningless provision for most 
veterans. 
But 
the 
legislation 
suggests 
a full 
review of 
the 
question. 
The exemption, contrary to the 
general belief, was not granted as a 
means of a grateful state honoring 
those who fought for their country. 
Rather it was the bright hope of the 
lawmakers early in the century that 
it would serve as a lure to those 
"back East” to make their homes in 
sunny California. It was sort of a 
chamber of commerce gimmick in a 
state which had barely two million 
population. 
Those were the days when a dollar 
was a hundred cents and hard to get. 
So $1,000 property tax exemption 
was a big thing. It meant total 
exemption for most homes and 
many small farms. 
Since the property tax was the 
almost 
sole 
source 
of 
local 
government 
revenue 
it became 
burdensome following WW II with 
the influx of returning war veterans. 
Efforts to remove it failing, 
county assessors acted to diminish 
its impact by an interpretation 


which included in the determination 
of veteran’s wealth all assets, not 
just real p r^ rty. Thus many were 
ruled ineligible for from that point 
either one had to be a liar or almost 
destitute 
to 
qualify 
for 
the 
exemption, or at least that was the 
claim of the veteran critics. 
Obviously it wasn’t quite that bad 
for large numbers continued to 
receive the exemption and the law 
continued 
to 
be 
an 
issue. 
Eventually, with the recognition 
that people no longer needed to be 
enticed to California, the law was 
changed limiting the exemption to 
only those whoM military service 
originated in California. 
With that restriction together with 
the rising values of property, which 
excluded 
many more veterans, 
large numbers continued to receive 
the exemption. But with the advent 
of the homeowners exemption of 
$1750 for everyone, the numbers of 
veteran 
exemptions 
has 
now 
dwindled down to less than a tenth of 
what it had been. For one cannot 
claim both exemptions. About all 
that is left now are those who do not 
own a home, or much else, and 
claim the exemption on a boat or 
some other personal property, and 
those disabled veterans who have 
been 
granted 
the much larger 
$10,000 exemption. 


While the original purpose of 
attracting settlers to California has 
long since become invalid, the 
motive of instilling responsibility 
upon citizen- veterans through home 
ownership remains. But with the 
homeowner exemption now being 
more attractive than that extended 
to the veteran, it fails to lend such 
encouragement for ownership to hhe 
veteran. 
Naturally, 
local 
governments like this since they 
must absorb the full revenue loss on 
veteran exemptions while the state 
reimburses 
for 
the 
homeowner 
exemptions. 
So, if there is any desire to show 
gratitude to the veteran for his 
service 
both 
the 
amount 
of 
exemption and the total value of 
property a veteran may have and 
still be eligible must be increased. 
But the general feeling seems to 
be that there are too many veterans 
today and not many good reasons for 
placing them in a special class of 
property owners. 
The 
idea 
of 
granting 
the 
exemption for a few years to those 
just coming back to give them a 
chance to get roots isn’t bad. A 
better one might be to give total 
exemption on the homes of those 
who were seriously disabled by war 
service and forget about exemptions 
for all the rest.
